Senate Anything But Fav- 
orable to Governor's Pro- 


posed Referendum 


The soldier bonus bill was taken 


up for a short discussion Tuesday 
evening. Charges of "clouble cross- 
ing the soldiers" were 'made; and 
the Nolan referendum bill passed by 
the house 
was 
denounced as a 


"camouflage" and as a "straw vote 
that will result in doing nothing for 
the soldiers." 


Senator Wilcox introduced as a 


substitute to the Nolan bill 
the 


measure passed by the senate last 
week, providing for a direct tax of 
three mills on every dollar of prop- 
erty and a sur-tax on incomes. 


"'The Nolan bill provides for a 


straw vote throughout the state and 
will get the soldiers nothing," said 
Senator Wikox. "When the matter 
of electing a United States senator 
•.vas under consideration over a year 
ag-o, we were told that a state elec- 
tion would cost -?160,000. If we did 
not pass a bill for giving the sol- 
diers their money without the ex- 
pense of a referendum I would feel 
we ere derelict; I would feel if we 
passed a referendum bill 
that it 


would be the duty .of every senator 
at his own expense to. get on the 
stump and urge the passage of the! 
measure by the people. But I am 
not for the referendum. The money 
which we vote to the soldiers is no 
gratuity. It is a feeble effort on. 
the part of the state to partly com-' 
pensate these boys for what they 
have done. They left their jobs and 
went into the service, most of them, 
at $30 a month, while others stayed 
at home in a safe job earning ?5 a 
dav or more. It is due the soldiers' 
to Vote this money." 


"The Nolan 
bill 
sent back 


from the assembly is simply a 
way of getting out of paying 
these boys," said Senator Con- 
ant. "The Nolan bill is not fair 
on its face. The senate bill pro- 
poses to raise about $15,000,000 
to pay these boys, and yet the 
Nolan bill, recitinprthe provis- 
ions of the senate bill, refers to 
it as raisins $20,000,000. This 
extra 
,$5,000,000 
is 
just 
a 


scheme to try to scare the peo- 
ple from voting for the plan. 
It would be much better to kill 
all legislation than to pass a 
camouflage bill such as the Nol- 
an measure sent back here by 
the assembly. Gov. Philipp with

has 
again 
double- 


crossed the soldiers individual- 
ly and collectively. It is for 
this senate to keep their promise 
with these soldier 
boys, who

• gator and pilots and from it all 
parts of the ship are controlled 
by means of speaking- tubes and 
bell signals. 
Here also is the 


mechanism for controlling the

"The peace treaty signed on June 
28, 1919, as well as the protocol, an- 
nexes and special agreements on mil- 
itary occupation of the Rhineland 
are hereby ratified. 
This law be- 


comes effective from the datft of its 
promulgation." 


P.atS5cation of the peace treaty by

. ;-Tho national: assembly-by ratify- 
ing the treaty makes it possible for 
the allied and associated "powers-to 
raise the blockade.

ROM the railroad brotherhoods has come the one big con- 
structive policy to be found in the program of the American 


Labor Movement today. 
, 


The Plumb plan for a syndicate of employes and operating 


officials to run the American railroads for the people is today 
far along on the road to adoption, in spite of the almost com- 
plete silence of the big metropolitan newspapers. 


Here is a distinctively American invention which goes far 


toward the complete workers' control and ownership and yet a 
reform handled in such a way as to appeal-to the common sense 
of men rather than their passion and likely to be adopted with- 
out the country realizing what a radical step it has taken. 


Behind the Plumb plan, so called because it was devised 


by'Glenn A. Plumb of Chicago, attorney for the Brotherhoods, 
is enough industrial or economic power to obtain for it the most 
serious and respectful consideration by Congress. The four rail- 
road brotherhoods are starting a nation-wide campaign with 
characteristic Brotherhood thoroughness and "punch." 
If the 


railroad operating employes want it badly enough, and it looks 
as though they do, no power in the country can prevent them 
from getting it. 


It is probably the offer of the Brotherhoods come into the 


American Federation of Labor with their 400,000 members that 
prompted the Executive Council of the Federation to give the 
Plumb plan its indorsement, air. Plumb addressed the Federa- 
tion convention at Atlantic City on the second day of the ses- 
sion and was cheered when he said that this plan for running 
the railroads could easily be extended to all the great indus- 
tries that are based on monopolies, franchises or other privileges, ^eorge pj^j«*m> 


That this flash of statesmanship in the labor movement 


should have originated outside of the Federation leadership is 
not surprising to those who are familiar with that leadership. 
It is a leadership too intent on holding arbitrary power through 
a political machine and on waging:bitter warfare against the 
more progressive elements in labor to be capable of originating 
anything. The railroad operating employes have been called 
"the aristocrats of labor," and they have not iilways in the past 
demonstrated their solidarity with other branches of labor, but 
in recent years they have become rapidly more progressive, while 
their leadership has been characterized by great intelligence and 
boldness. Of the labor men on the United States/ Commission 
on Industrial Relations, it was A. B. Garretson, the $10,000 a 
year president of the Order of Railway Conductors, who showed 
th"e greatest zeal in ferreting out industrial abuses, in champion- 
ing .the cause of the unskilled, and in urging remedies. One 
reason for the progressive stand of the brotherhoods is the thor- 
ough education which they received during a long period of 
years in arbitration. 
These arbitrations were conducted on a 


most elaborate and technical basis, with the brotherhoods 
spending hundreds of thousands of dollars for experts and sta- 
tisticians. 
Invariably they led to dissapointment. The award 


was usually an unsatisfactory compromise in the first place, and, 
after it had been made many of the individual roads found 
means of evading its provisions. 
Eventually the entire mem- 


' bership of the Big Four got thoroughly "fed up" with arbitra- 
tion, and this feeling resulted in the methods adopted for the 
eight-hour campaign of 1916. 


It is a safe bet that if the railroad operating employes want 


the Plumb plan badly enough, they will get it. 
And it looks as 


though they did want it very badly. Mr. Plumb, a Chicago law- 
yer, has taken a house in Washington and organized a staff. 
Charles Sweeney, the War Labor Board, is publicity man for the 
brotherhood campaign. Mr. Plumb is speaking everywhere to 
big audiences, and winning enthusiastic indorsement of the plan 
from laborities, farmers, and citizens generally. 
The play 


provides for the issuance of Government bonds at a low rate of 
Interest, to be substituted for railroad securities. All earnings 
in excess of fixed charges on the bonds will be divided between 
the employes and the Government, which will have representa- 
tion on this board, and Mr. Plumb points out that they would 
vote with the Government representatives against wage in- 
creases or other concessions which threatened to give the em- 
ployes a disproportionate share of the earnings. Otherwise their 
own earnings would suffer, as they would share in proportion to 
their salaries in the expected surplus. 


The active pushing of the Plumb plan has brought to many 


people a sudden realization of the new problems that will arise 
with the socializing of industry. These relate to the coordinat- 
ing of one industry with all the rest, and to the problem of re- 
conciling the interests of one industry with the general public 
interest. It is for meeting this problem that a strong central 
political state seems necessary, in spite of the trend away from 
euch a state in much modern thinking and writing. The rail- 


Pennsylvania; and still more would they, oppose the installation 
of big.central plants near the coal fields where coal could be con- 
verted into gas for heating and power purposes, while its v^lu- 
able by-products, benzol and tar, were saved. The Smithsonian 
Institute at Washington recently issued a report showing that 
such a reorganization of the coal industry would save literally 
billions of dollars a yea^. The by-products could be extracted 
and at the same time the heat value of the coal could be increas- 
ed. Such a reorganization remains impossible so long as the 
coal industry is left on its present basis of private competition 
and railroad control. 


The coal industry is today the most glaring example of the 


wastes and inefficiencies of private enterprise in this field. 
There are two or three times the number of holes in the ground 
that there should be, and around each has been built up a com- 
munity of miners that suffers intensely from irregular employ- 
ment and insufficient annual incomes, even when the wages are 
high. Yet many of them have become attached to the com* 
munity, an* the United Mine Workers must do its best to treat 
each community alike and keep each coal field in operation for at 
least part of the year. 
Hence it has been forced into the sup- 


port of such measures as the high fixed price, which yielded hun- 
dreds of millions of exorbitant profits .during the war to low or 
medium-cost producers in order to keep the high-cost mines 
running at all. Just now the Union feels obliged to oppose Di- 
rector General Hines and support the Coal Operators' Associa- 
tion in it's demand that these high fixed prices be'continued,— 
a demand which Hines has refused, pointing out thatxit means 
exorbitant profits and the mulcting of the public.,
